The-de- 
tails of the killingof the men, women 
and children surpass.in horror all 
that has ever been written concern- 
ing the mussaoro, and arc more ter- 
rible, atrocious and bloody than the 
most vivid imagination oau conjure. 


In conclusion he writes as follows: 
A few day after the massacre I was 


instructed i>y Major Isaac 0. Haight, 
next in command to W. H. Pumo, iu 
iron military district, to carry a re- 
port of what had boon done to Presi- 
dent Brighum Young, at Halt Lake. 
Haight directed me to give my report 
and stand up with manly o.-urugo, 
and shoulder as much of the blame 
as possible, he saying to me that if I 
did uo I should receive a celestial re- 
ward. U is my nature never to bind 
burdens on oliiavs, that I am not wilr- 
itig to bear myself. I wont, to Halt 
Lake and reported to Brighnm Young 
tlie exact facts connected with the 
tiansaction. shouldering a greater 
(dmre of responsibility than justly 
belonged to me. 


In justice to Brigham Young I 


must say that when he hoard my 
story he wept like a child, walked 
the floor and wrung hi» 1)ftn«s in bit- 
ter ftUfe'iiish'and snid it was the most 
unfortunate affair, tho most unwar- 
ranted event that hud over happened 
to the Mormon people. Ha said this 
transaction will bring sorrow and 
trouble upon us in Utah, I would to 
God it had never happened, 


After hearing this I returned homo 


with a drooping heart and reported 
tho result oi my mission to those in 
authority over me. 
Loo says that 


seventeen children were saved and 
wore all delivered to Dr. Forney, who 
promised to tnko them to their friends 
in Missouri and Nebraska. None of 
them wore killed otter tho massacre. 
Ho sets out that the massacre was tho 
result of military orders, Utah then 
being under martial law, under com- 
mand of Brigham Young as governor, 
Johnstona's army being on the tuvnt 
in Echo cuiion, and an invasion bo- 
ing expected from the west by way of 
California, tho Mormon people wore 
in a state of excitement, and acted as 
desperation dictated. 


Attorney Bishop alleges that Lee

Oomstock, and has resided in this 
Htat'o over since with tho oxooption 
of a few month* ut Meadow Lake, 
Ho was tho first locator of tho grounds 
nnd water fight of tho Sierra Nevada 
mine. He neonmulfttod u fortune in 
Vit'Rinia, and for u time hold the 
position of Lieutenant of the National 
Guard. From Virginia ho went to 
1'ino Grove, Esmoraldn- county, in 
voaied in tho mines and lost. About 
two yours opd a half ainco ho oamo to 
Waalioa county and since has been 
identified with tho mincH at Poeville. 
Mr. Bourne was a man of tho strict- 
est integrity, respected and loved by 
all who know him.
